The  2007-2008  academic  year  marked  the  Drama  Teams  20lh  season  and  an  important  turning  point  for  theatre  in  the  North 

Adams  Public  Schools.

On  these  days,  as  on  many  others,  Coach  Millard 
would  simply  find  a  spot  in  front  of  the  group  of  protesting  adolescents  and  start  doing  push-ups 
to  let  us  know  who  the  top  dog  was  on  that  practice  field,  and  who  had  the  final  say  as  to  what  we 
would  be  doing  that  day. 

Before  each  game,  Coach  Millard  would  call  each  member  of  our  anxious  team  together  to 
address  us.  And  before  each  game,  the  message  was  the  same:  Football  is  a  game  of  mistakes. 
Both  teams  today  are  going  to  make  mistakes,  but  the  team  who  makes  the  fewest  mistakes  is 
going  to  win.  Everybody  had  heard  that  message  before,  but  Coach's  presence  and  the  way  he 
delivered  that  message  drew  each  person  into  the  moment,  inspired  to  perform  the  task  that  lay 
in  front  of  us  to  the  greatest  of  our  ability. 

However,  Coach's  influence  reached  far  beyond  the  halls  and  playing  fields  of  these  two  schools. 
He  served  as  an  EMT  for  North  Adams,  as  well  as  a  Ski  Patroller  for  Jiminy  Peak,  and  proved  a 
vital  member  of  other  community  organizations.  Coach  always  put  his  family  as  a  top  priority  of 
his.  He  would  never  seem  happier  than  when  he  had  the  chance  to  talk  about  his  wife,  Kathy,  or 
his  three  daughters. 

The  community  stood  in  shock  when  we  lost  Coach  this  year.  There  now  stands  a  void  in  the 
community  which  nobody  will  be  able  to  fill.  His  passion,  dedication,  and  love  for  his  family,  his 
players,  his  friends,  and  the  community  will  be  missed,  but  will  live  on  in  his  memory.  The 
Drury  High  School  Class  of  2008  dedicates  this  year's  Nathanite  to  Mr.  Fran  Millard:  husband, 
father,  coach,  mentor,  and  friend.
